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Iowa  farmer  and  breeder  of  purebred  live- 
stock, he  knew  farming.  A  keen  student  of  the 
problems  of  farmers,  and  an  aggressive  advocate 
of  their  interests,  he  served  agriculture  through 
leadership  in  local,  State,  Corn  Belt,  and  national 
organizations.  His  influence  as  an  editor  and 
a  publisher  has  been  long  known  and  widely 
appreciated.  Called  to  be  Secretary  of  Agri- 
culture, March  4,  1921,  his  incessant  efforts 
were  directed  to  the  improvement  of  the  economic 
condition  of  farmers  during  a  most  critical 
period.    He  died  in  service.

Butter  Market  Weak  Under  Heavier  Receipts 

The  week  October  20-25  I  with  butter  markets  in  an 

unsettled,  nervous  condition.    The  declines  which  were  effective 

a1  tl 3(     I    h    precedini  pparentlj  failed  to  stimulate 

the   confidence  ol    buy<    s,  and  further   price  reductions    • 
found  m  Tlie  chief  factors  in  the  weakening  of  the 

market  seemed  to  be,  first,  the  fact  thai  receipts  were  somewhal 
hea\  ier  than  during  the  preceding  week;  and,  second,  that  opera- 
tors generally,  with  the  pessimi  ised  by  the  large  storage 
surplus,  the  lack  of  adequate  demand  for  storage  butter,  and 
outlook  for  a  large  winter  make  always  before  them  were 
influenced  by  these  heavier  reci  ipts  to  an  extent  sufficient  to 
cause  restricted  buying,  widespread  nervousness,  and  the  desire 
"i  the  part  of  both  buyers  and  -<  U  are  <••  get  the  market  down 
to  firm  level.  However,  the  fact  that  .■•.  q  tality  of  current  make 
Ik;-  suffered  considerably  from  seasonal  defects  and  that  supplies 
of  the  top  scores  were  at  no  time  very  plentiful  resulted  in 
a  reaction  in  the  closing  days  of  the  week.  Buyers'  stocks  were 
low,  and  in  replenishing  them  sufficient  demand  developed  to 
cause  price  advances.  Although  the  beari  am  of  the  general 
outlook  continued  in  full  force  apparently  at  least  a  temporary 
respite  was  gaini  1 . 

Lower  grades  of  butter  as  well  as  all  grades  of  centralized  cars 
suffered  particularly  in  the  weakness.  Due  to  the  increa 
prevalence  of  seasonal  defects  accumulations  of  this  class  of 
butter  were  almost  inevitable.  Prices  were  naturally  reduced 
on  all  markets,  and  the  price  range  between  the  lower  and  the 
higher  6C<  n  a-  greal  as  it  has  been  for  many  months.     In 

reme  case*  on  certain  markets  a  range  of  three  to  four  cents 
b<  twecn  suci  ■•  ores  was  noted.     Although  at  the  close  of 

the  week  prices  were  slightly  advanced  due  to  the  entire  market 
reaction  and  the  fad  that  the  previous  declines  had  been  perhaps 
extreme,  yel  these  grades  continued  difficult  to  move  in  a.  satis- 
factory way.  The  weakness  of  centralized  particularly 
pronounced.  .Many  dealers  who  were  unable  to  sell  cars 
except  at  a  loss  m  ni  them  to  storage. 

The  atimenf   regarding  the  situation  from  a  general 

viewpoint  was  based  in  part  upon  the  continued  heavy  pro- 
duction in  all  sections.  The  usual  seasonal  declines  were 
reported  with  the  current  make  remaining  considerably 
higher  than  last  year.  The  American  Association  of  Creamery 
Butter  Manufacturers  reported  a  decrease  in  make  from  the 
■  •ding  week  of  4. 77%  but  an  increase  from  the  same 
1  year  of  16.54%.  The  same  tendency  was  slightly 
more    pronounced   according   to   the  report  of  the    Minnesi 

Q  ties    Association,    Inc.,    which    indicated 

from  the  previous  week  of  3.56%  and  an  increase  of 
22.2$  from  the  same  week  a  year  ago.

Alfalfa  meal. — The  demand  for  alfalfa  meal  was  good  but  few- 
sales  were  made  for  deferred  shipment.  Inquiries  received  by 
the  larger  mills  originated  mostly  in  the  South  and  Southeast; 
those  received  from  mixers  were  light.  However,  stocks  of 
meal  and  hay  in  the  hands  of  the  mixed-feed  trade  are  limited 
and  a  belter  demand  from  that  source  was  looked  for  during 
the  next  M)  days,  provided  there  is  an  improvement  in  sales  of 
commercial  mixed  feed-.
